“I have just pald a few cents a 
pound for old books and papers for 
which some one fn this town would 
give thousands of dollars,” sald a 
|downtown paper manufacturer a few 
days ago to the New York Sun, and 
he told the truth. 

A large part of his business consists 
of destroying confidential papers for 
| business houses, banks, brokers or any 
[pee else who can furnish enough to 
bother with. 

The paper man pass for this valu- 
[eee old paper only a few cents a 
pound. That !{s all it is worth to him 
! for reduction into pulp. His rates are 
'a bit lower, perhaps, than those of the 
junkman, but with his purchase he 
gives a guaranty that nothing he buys 
|shall ever be read or examined. 

A list of his customers which he 
gives for reference {s pretty good proof 
| that he keeps his word and that the 
| secrets of the waste-paper bags never 
leak out. ‘The reference Ist shows 
that the manufacturer has destroyed 
books, papers, ete. for about twenty 
banks, half as many insurance com- 
panies, a dozen bankers and brokers, 
several of the big wholesale dry goods 
firms and a large number of retailers. 

“How do you destroy this valuable 
paper and make sure that nobody gets 
hold of it?’ the manufacturer was 
asked. 

“It isn't allowed to pass through 
very many hands,” was the answer, 
“and the men who do take care of it 
are ignorant. Some of them cannot 
read, but they would not have a chance 
to glean much out of our waste if they 
could.
